FRENCH  CAPTURE  POSITIONS 

TO  EAST  OF  CLERY  ROAD 


Powerfully  Organized  System  of  Enemy  Trenches  Also 

Carried  South  of  Somme  River — ^Many  Prisoners 

Taken  in  Various  Operations — Quiet 

Day  at  Other  Points 


PARIS,  Au».  IS.— The  Entente  Alllea 
After  a  brisk  combat  today  captured  a 
line  of  Oerman  trencheti  on  a  front  of 
1,(00  metres  to  the  northeast  of  Maure- 
pas, ip  the  Somme  reslon,  accordlns  to 
the  ofllelal  comtvunlcatlon  today.  The 
statement  adda  that  the  French  troops 
occupied  all  the  Oerman  positions  east 
»f  the  Maurepas-Clery  road,  and  that  In 
•ddltion  German  trenches  1,200  metres 
lone  to  the  south  of  Belloy-en-Santerre 
iM^ere  captured. 

The  text  of  the  sutement  says: 
"On  the  Somme  front  this  afternoon. 
^fter  an  intense  artillery  preparation, 
9f  launched  an  offensive  which  result- 
ad  in  Important  saiaui.  North  of 
Silaurepas.  assisted  by  the  British,  we 
captured  one  entire  line  of  Oerman 
trenches  on  a  front  of  more  than  1,600 
metres,  reaching  at  certain  iwints  the 
UuUlemont-Maurepas  (road. 

South  of  Maurepas,  on  a  front  of  two 
kilometres,  and  to  a  depth  of  SCO  to 
(00  metres,  our  Infantry  occupied  all 
enemy  positions  east  of  the  Maurepas. 
Clery  road  after  a.  sharp  attack  which 
cost  the  enemy  heavily.  These  two  op- 
erations, brilliantly  and  rapidly  con- 
ducted, resulted  in  the  captuse  of  a 
considerable  numbei'  of  prisoners. 

"At  the  same  *tlme,  south  of  the 
Bomme.  our  troops,  attacklnv  with  a 
rush,  captured  a  powerfully  orcanUed 
•ystem  of  German  trenches  on  a  length 
Of  1,200  metress  south  of  Belloy-en- 
Itanterre,  capturtng  sixty  prisoners. 
There  was  an  Intermittent  cannonade 
on   the  rest  of   the  front" 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  statement 
follows: 

"The  ,ntght  was  calm  on  the  greater 
part  Jof  the  front. 

"In  the  Ciwmpacne,  in  the  region  of 
Tahure,    Md   la    the    Arconne,  towards 


Harazee,    we    dispersed    some    Oerman 
patrols. 

"On  the  Verdun  front  there  was  a 
fairly  lively  bombardment  In  the 
Thlaumont.  Fleury  and  Vaux-Chapitre 
sectors. 

"Aviation — LAst  night  enemy  aero- 
planes dropped  some  bombs  on  Belfort. 
There  were  no  victims."

—  Despite  the 
prominenee  si  van  In  belligerent  as  well 
as  In  neutral  countries  to  the  ecenomle 
problems  after  the  war  and  the  rapid 
growth  of  plans  by  commercial  and 
banking  institutions  preparing  to  meet 
such  problems.  Lloyds  brokers  are  not 
reducing  quotations  on  the  ending  of 
the  war  In  the  near  future.  Ninety  per 
cent  (»  to  10). was  quoted  yesterday  on 
the  possibility  of  lu  ending  by  Decem- 
ber |1.  which  was  held  to  be  a  prohibi- 
tive rate;  and  the  possiblUty  of  lU 
ending  by  May  or  June  of  next  year 
was  quoted  at  4(  per  cent  Ql%  to  10). 

Information  reaching  American  busl- 
nesa  concerns  here  from  representatives 
in  Holland,  Scandinavia  and  other  neu- 
tral countries  Indicates  the  growing  be- 
lief that  the  marked  consideration  of 
economic  matters  foreshadows  the  ap- 
proaching end  of  the  war,  although  a 
majority  of  the  prognostications  of  the 
actual  date  still  lean  toward  the 
Spring  of  next  year.  Termination  by 
this  November,  however.  Is  not  a  rare 
speculation. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  neutral 
business  Interests  are  losing  no  time 
in  perfecting  arrangements  for  the 
problems  after  the  war.

IX)NDON,  Aug.  1«.— A  dispatch  from 
Petrograd  dated  yesterday  to  The  Daily 
Telegraph   says: 

"Russia's  great  advance  continues. 
(Her  enemy  is  retreating  up  the  corridor 
•letWeen  the  Russian  frontier  and  the 
i:arpathlanR,  a  corridor  which  becomes 
narrower  and  narrower  the  further 
west  ho  goes.  While  this  gives  the 
Teutons  a  ^shorter  line  to  hold,  at  tho 
eame  time  it  cramps  their  freedom  of 
action,  more  particularly  in  view  of 
the  constant  pressure  which  the  Rus- 
•lans  exert  on  their  flanks,  and  also  In 
view  of  the  loss  of  important  railway 
lines,  owing  to  Gen.  Letchitaky's  Stanis- 
lau  coup. 

/  "Mow  far  they  have  already  retreated 
may  be  seen  from  the  line  of  the  front 
occupied  by  them  at  the  present  mo- 
ment, and — it  must  be  added — only  for 
the  present  moment.  The  Russians  arc 
advancing  along  the  whole  front  from 
ilareatechk,  on  the  Qallclan  frontier 
north  of  Brody,  to  Delatyn  In  the  Car- 
pathians. The  line  la  not  far  short  of 
300  mlleti  long.  The  Teuton  front  from 
•outh  of  Berestechk  goes  northwest  to 
Stanlslavoak.  then  south  to  Olesko. 
fifteen  miles  west  of  Brody.  From 
Olesko  It  runs  south  to  Zborof,  a  little 
northwest  of  Jesiema,  on  the  Ternopol- 
Lemberg  line,  thence  south  to  south- 
west of  Brseaany,  on  the  Zlota  Llpa, 
and  south  along  that  river  past  Zava- 
la v,  north wsMt  of  Monasteryska.  Here 
the  frent  bends  sharply  almost  due  west 
through  Jesupol.  on  the  Bystrltsa.  to 
Maidan.  eight  miles  northwest  of  Stan- 
Islau,  thence  south  went  to  Solotvlna,  10 
miles  northwest  of  Wadvoma. 

"Tho  Russians  are  pressing  on  toward 
Halica  on  both  banks  of  the  Dniester. 
Hallcs  is  extremely  Important  as  a  rail- 
way centre  and  as  covering  the  routes 
to  the  west  There  is  a  strong  brldg- 
heed  fortlflcation.  but  it  is  Intended 
largely  for  defense  against  an  enemy 
advancing  from  the  northeast  Oen. 
Brussiloir  has  upset  all  calculations  by 
appearing  from  the  south  and  south- 
it.

LONDON.  Aug.  16.— The  French  and 
British,  striking  with  terrlflc  force  In 
three  directions  on  the  Homme  front, 
have  stormed  nearly  three  miles  of  Oer- 
man trenches,  driving  forward  at 
points  to  a  depth  of  300  to  500  metres. 

The  most  Important  gains  were  made 
by  the  British  and  French  troops  strik- 
ing north  from  the  point  where  the  Al- 
lies' lines  meet  Maurepas  and  Clery, 
two  of  the  most  Important  points  held 
by  the  Oermans  in  this  sector,  have  been 
flanked  on  both  sides,  according  to  the 
official  sutement  Issued  by  Paris.  The 
road  has  also  been  reached  between 
Maurepas  and  Oulllemont  the  latter 
town  being  the  Immediate  objective  of 
the  British.  This  advance.  If  main- 
tained, brings  the  Allies  directly  In 
front  of  the  large  railroad  town  of 
Combles. 

South  of  the  Somme,  the  French  have 
stormed  Oerman  trenooes  over  a  length 
of  about  three-fourths  of  a  n.Ue.  driving 
forward  In  a  southerly  direction  from 
Belloy-en-Santerre.  Paris  reports  that  a 
considerable  number  of  prisoners  were 
taken  in  these  operations. 

For  the  flrst  time  In  many  days  no 
important  action  Is  reportetl  from  the 
Russian  front  snd  the  same  dearth  of 
news  prevails  in  regard  to  the  Italian 
operations.  The  most  Interesting  item 
of  news  regarding  the  Italian  advance 
against  Trieste  Is  contained  In  a  news 
dispatch  from  Milan  which  says  that 
Oerman  troops  are  to  be  employed  In 
the  defence  aX  the  big  Austrian  port.  If 
corroborated,  this  mesns  that  Italy  and 
Oermany  will  at  last  enter  an  active 
state  of  war. 

The  Allied  forces  on  August  10  cap- 
tured the  railroad  station  at  Dolran.  ac- 
cording  to  a  statement  dating  from  the 
Balkan  front  fn  the  Hghtlng  coveHng 
the  period  from  August  \  to  August  15 
dealt  with  in  the  French  official  state- 
ment the  Allied  forces  also  took  four 
other  points  on  this  front

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  !•.— A  reiter- 
ated refusal  of  the  Turkish  Oovern- 
ment  to  permit  American  relief  sup- 
plies to  enter  Syria,  cabled  today  to 
the  State  Department,  coupled  with 
yesterday's  dispatch  announcing  aboli- 
tion of  the  Armenian  patriarchate  in 
Turkey  and  the  recent  execution  of 
many  leading  Arabs  in  connection  with 
the  Mecca  revolt,  is  Interpreted  in  of- 
•olal  circles  here  as  Indicating  that 
ateps  are  being  taken  in  the  attempt  to 
consolidate  the  Turkish  regime  through 
the  weakening  of  the  sev«htl  other 
.racial  elements  of  the  country. 

Abolition'  of  the  patriarchate,  which 
had  both  religious  and  administrative 
powers  over  the  Armenians,  is  regarded 
aa  designed  to  break  down  Armenian 
power  and  place  all  positions  in  the 
hands  of  the  Turks.  Before  the  war 
there  wore  1,760,000  Armenians  In  Tur- 
key, but  750,000  are  reported  since  to 
have  been  killed  and  2S0,000  to  have 
fled.  As  a  result  Armenian  power  in 
Turkey  is  thought  to  have  been  en- 
tirely dissipated. 

Many  officials  here  believe  the  ex- 
ecution of  Arabs  at  the  time  of  the 
recent  Mecca  revolt  Indicates  further  a 
systematic  campaign  against  other 
races  and  In  favor  of  the  Turks.

LONDON,  Aug.  1«.— Lieut.  Thomas  O. 
Wilkinson,  of  the  Royal  North  Lan- 
cashires,  reported  killed,  was  bre<l  In 
Victoria.  On  the  day  war  was  declared, 
he  enlisted  in  the  Oordon  Highlanders 
and  came  to  England  with  the  flrst  Can- 
adian contingent.  He  was  given  a  com- 
mlBslon  In  the  North  Lancashlres  and 
went  to  France  with  his  regiment  in 
the  following  July. 

A  brother  officer  writes  that  being  or- 
dered to  retire  from  his  position  he  de- 
layed, and  with  two  soldiers  and  a  ma- 
chine gun,  held  more  than  one  hundred 
Oermans  at  bay  until  his  men  had 
safely  reached  the  trench  behind,  when, 
following  them,  he  saw  a  man  lying 
wounded  about  sixty  yards  away.  He 
went  under  heavy  Are  to  bring  him  In, 
and  was  hit  just  as  he  reached  the  man 
and  was  instantly  killed.

PETROGRAD,  Aug.  1«.— Oen.  Nicholas 
Ruzsky  has  been  appointed  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  northern  armies  of  Rus- 
sia. 

Oen.  Ruzsky  was  in  command  of  the 
northern  Russian  array  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  war.  He  was  credited  with  the 
series  of  brilliant  operations  which  cul- 
minated in  the  capture  of  Lemberg,  and 
was  hailed  as  the  hero  of  the  hour  in 
Russia.  Shortl}^  afterward  it  was  an- 
nounced that  was  in  ill  health,  and  In 
May,  191&,  he  reitlrad .  from  the  army 
and.  was  succeeded  by  Oen.  Alexelev, 
the  present  chief  of  staff. 

In  July,  ltlV^,'<ilen.  Russky  resumed 
command  of  the  northern  armlet,  but 
six  months  later  was  relieved  from  his 
post  by  the  Emperor.  An  imperial  re- 
port said  that  the  difltcult  task  of  de- 
fending Petrograd  had  seriously  injured 
the  general's  health.  Oen.  Russky  is 
83  years  old.  He  was  wounded  in  the 
Turkish  war  of  1877-7S  and  was  quar- 
termaster-general during  the  Russian- 
Japanese  war.  ^

"Ac  ordlng  to  final  reports  received 
the  totai  captures  l>y  the  troops  of  Oen 
Brussiloff  during  the  operations  from 
June  6  to  August  12,  In  which  period 
the  fortlfled  lines  of  the  Austro-Oer- 
maqs  stretching  from  the  River  Pripet 
to  the  Roumanian  frontier,  were  ti^ken, 
were  as  follows: 

The  numbers  of  officers  and  men,  in- 
cluding combatants  and  non-combatants, 
taken  prisoner  snd  cannon  and  machine 
guns  taken  by  the  troops  of  Oen.  Kale- 
dlncs  were  2,384  officers  and  107.226 
men,  147  guns,  4r>9  machine  guns  and 
146  bomb  and  mine-throwers;  by  Oen.

"Thus  the  total  captured  were  7,7«7

"In  addition  there  irmn  taken  a  large 
number  of  rifles,  30  versts  of"  small 
flauge  railways,  telegraph  materials  and 
several  depots  of  ammunition  and  en- 
gineering   materiala." 


LONDON,  Aug.  17.— Great  BrlUln 
and  Australia  have  reached  an  agree- 
ment under  which  Great  Britain  con- 
tracts to  purchase  100,000  tons  of  sine 
concentrates  and  46,000  tons  of  spelter 
annually  from  Australia  during  the 
war  and   for   ten   years  afterwards. 

The  agreement  is  to  ensure,  follow- 
ing the  war,  the  transfer  of  the  smelting 
Industry  from  Oerman  to  British  hands. 
The  amount  involved  exceeds  £36,000,000 
covering  more  than  half  of  Australia's 
annual  output.  The  remainder.  It  is 
expeeted,  will  be  taken  ever  by  France 
and  Bblgium.

OTTAWA.  Aug.  18.— A  species  of 
registration  Is  outlined  In  the  Govern- 
ment's new  system  of  recruiting,  for 
which  an  order-in-council  was  passed 
ttrday.

ROME,  Aug.  If. — Further  advances 
by  Italian  troops  in  their  campaign 
against  the  Austrians  east  and  south- 
east of  GOrizia  were  announced  today 
by  the  War  Office.  Austrian  trenches 
along  the  slopes  of  Monte  Peclnka,  on 
the  northern  edge  of  the  Carso  plateau, 
aad  in  the  neighborhood  of  San  Cater- 
ina  and  San  Marco,  east  of  Oorlxia. 
were  taken. 

The  text  oX  the  statement  follows: 

"On  the  Carso  plateau  and  in  the 
hilly  area  edst  of  Oorisia  heavy  train 
and  trtn«h  mortars  Uf  active.  Our  in< 
fantry  succeeded  in  capturing  enemy 
trenches  along  the  slopes  of  Monte 
Peclnka,  on  the  northern  edge  of  the 
Carso  plateau,  and  In  the  neighborhood 
of  San  Caterlna  and  San  Marco,  east 
of  Oorisia.  We  took  846  prisoners,  in- 
cluding 11  officers. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  front  the 
usual  attacks  were  repulsed. 

"Our  detachments  on  the  Asiago 
plateau  raided  some  trenches  on  the 
slopes  of  Monte  Mosciacg.  Under 
heavy  artillery  and  rifle  flre  they  In- 
flicted damage  upon  the  defences  and 
withdrew  unmolested  with  some  pris- 
oners. 

"A  squadron  of  14  Capronl  aero- 
planes, escorted  by  Nieuport  pursuit 
machines,  yesterday  bombed  railway 
and  military  establishments  near  the 
important  sUtlons  of  Prvaclna  and 
Dornberg.  Ninety  high  explosive  shells 
were  dropped  and  good  resuUs  were 
observed.  Our  machines  returned 
safely."

Badges  aad  Oarda 

The  batlKes  thus  ai^rovcd  may  be 
Issued  by  any  militia  officer  duly  au- 
thorised thereto  by  the  Governor-in 
Council,  and  every  badge  ahall  be  num- 
bered and  accompanied  by  a  card  bear- 
ing the  same  number  and  signed  by  the 
mllltia  officer  Issuing  It.  This  oard 
shall  contain  particulars  aa  to  the  per- 
eon  to  whom*  it  Is  Issued  and  the  rea- 
sons for  Its  issue.  The  card  must  be 
kept  at  all  times  on  the  person  of  the 
man  who  wears  the  badge,  so  that  It 
may  be  shown  on  request  to  any  mili- 
tary officer  or  constable.

The  wearing  of  such  badge  by  any 
other  than  tho  person  to  whom  it  ia 
issued,  or  Imitation  thereof,  or  the  sell- 
ing of  such  imitations,  le  strictly  pro- 
hibited. Any  one  guilty  of  theae  of- 
fences shall  be  liable  on  eummary  oon- 
vlctlon  to  a  fine  not  to  sxcsed  |10«  or 
Imprisonment  for  a  period  not  to  ex- 
ceed  tblrty»'aays. 

In  no  .oase  will  a  badge  be  Issued  to 
a  person  who  has  been  rejected  on  ac- 
count of  temporary  disability,  or  Who 
is  obviously  unfit  for  servloe  In,  and 
has  not  served  with  tjy  expeditionary 
forces;  for  example,  to  men  who  are 
totally   blind,  crippled,  paralytic,  etc.

PARIS,  Aug.  18.— The  Allied  forces 
on  the  Salonica  front  have  captured  the 
railroad  station  at  Dolran  and  four  vil- 
lages at  other  points  of  the  front,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  statement  Issued 
by  the  French  War  Office  tonight.  The 
statement  covers  continuous  fighting, 
extending  from  August  1  to  the  present 
ttme.  The  statement  shows  that  the 
Bulgarians  are  being  engaged  along 
practically  100  miles  of  the  Serbian- 
Greek  frontier.  The  tett  of  the  state- 
ment  follows: 

"Operations  of  tho  army  of  the  Orient. 
August  1  to  August  16: 
-.I'Krequent  engagements  of  advsnced 
posts  snd  patrols  on  the  whole  front 
hsve  marked  this  period,  notably  6n 
August  4,  when  the  Serbs  took  the  vli- 
sge  of  RompI,  near  I.<ake  Prenbe.  On 
August  7,  detachments  of  the  Allien 
drove  the  Bulgarians  from  the  cemetery 
of  Ljumnica.  Cm  Aug.  10.  French  units 
took  by  assault  the  rallrnad  station  at 
Doiran  and  the  neighboring  Hill  229. 
which  the  enemy  evacuated  leaving  sev- 
eral  dead   behind   him. 

"On  August  II-IS,  French  detach- 
ments took  the  vllisges  of  Potka,  Pal- 
rrla.  Sukovo,  and  Matnica.  at  the  foot 
of  the  mountain  chain  of  the  Bales. 
Artillery  actions,  often  vtry  vigorous, 
have  taken  place  almost  dally,  princi- 
pally  In   the   region  of  Doiran. 

"Otir  aviators  bombarded  concentra- 
tions of  the  enemy  at  Ntcolllc  and  Vo- 
lovec.  and  military  works  at  Itretmic 
ststlon.  Knemy  airmen  bombed  an  am- 
bulance at  Vertekop. 

"A  Oerman  official  saatement  on  Aug. 
4,  said  that  the  Bulgers  hkda  success- 
ful engagement  south  of  BItolj.  In 
reellty  they  occupied  this  locality 
without  fighting,  following  the  d«T>ar- 
ture  of  a  Ore^k  detachment  which  was 
in  giM'rison  there,  and  had  no  conflict 
with  the  Serbe."

With  this  rate  of  flre  the  flnanclal 
cost  of  the  ofren>.lve  is  naturally  heavy. 
What  the  api>roxlmate  losses  In  humaii 
material  amount  to  it  is  difficult  to 
estimate.  That  the  losses  of  the  British 
in  action  have  been  frightful  is  affirm- 
ed by  Uerman  officers,  who,  on  the 
other  hspO,  frankly  admit  that  their 
own  losses  have  been  far  from  light, 
though  ell  insist  that  they  wore  not 
nearly   so   heavy   as    the   British. 

The  Oerman  expenditure  in  ammunl- 
tlon  has  been  much  lighter  than  that 
of  the  British,  for  the  rsaaoa  that  the 
Oerman  artillery  «concentratea  ita  efforte 
on  specUl  objectives,  such  ae  tren«hea, 
transports  and  reserve  bases,  while  the 
British  often  screen  off  whole  sectora, 
taking  nightly  under  their  flre  all  the 
viliagee  and  roods  behind  the  OomMn 
lines  within  range  of  their  guns.

All  the  leading  residents  of  Cobble 
Hill  and  Shawnlgan  Lake  districts  were 
present,  among  them  well  known  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Uiboral  party,  but

The  meeting  followed  with  the  clos- 
est interest  the  reading  of  correspon- 
dence which  had  passed  between  Capt. 
ilayward  and  his  committee,  showing 
clearly  that  he  was  in  entire  sympathy 
with  their  decision  to  run  him  as  an 
independent  candidate,  and  that  as  long 
ago  as  January  last  this  had  been  In 
his   mind. 

usually  Interesting  was  the  informa- 
tion furnished  to  the  meeting  by  other 
correspondence  showing  clearly  that  the 
responsibility  for  forcing  a  contest  at 
the  present  time  rested  entirely  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  Ldberal  candidate  and 
Ills   advisers.

The  meeting  convened  at  8  o'clock, 
with  Capt.  Kardley  Wllmot  In  the  chair, 
and  the  following  gentlemen  supporting 
him  on  the  platform:  Mr.  Anketell 
Jones,  Mr.  R.  M.  Palmer,  Mr.  G.  A. 
Cheeke,  Dr.  Rutherford,  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liam  Blakemore,  of   Victoria. 

In  opening  the  proceedings,  the 
chairman  sounded  the  keynote  of  the 
subsequent  addresses  when  he  pointed 
out  that  in  the  present  contest,  the  elec- 
tors were  asked  to  discard  a  member 
who  had  served  them  faithfully  for 
nine  years,  with  credit  to  himself  and 
great  advantage  to  the  constituency,  for 
a  gentleman  who,  whatever  his  good 
qualities  as  a  man  and  a  citizen,  was 
an  untried  and  unknown  quantity  in , 
public  life.  It  was  In  any  erent  too 
much  like  swapping  horses  while  cross- 
ing a  stream;  It  also  savored  of  in- 
gratitude, and  if  he  knew  the  people 
of  the  district,  they  were  not  likely  to 
adopt  any  such  course.  ■  He  called  on 
Mr.  R.  M.  Palmer,  who  paid  a  high  en- 
comium to  Capt.  Hayward  as  "a  tried 
and  proved  worker,  with  a  wealth  of  ex- 
perience, invaluable  to  the  constitu- 
ency, always  as  fair  in  his  dealings 
with  hin  political  opponents  as  with  his 
political    friends." 

The  speaker  enlarged  on  Capt..  Hay- 
wards  services  on  the  Agricultural 
Commission,  and  the  energj-  with  which 
he  had  labored  to  give  the  report  of  the 
commission  legislative  effect.  He  re- 
ferred especially  to  the  provisions  for 
financial  aid,  which  were  Just  coming 
Into  operation,  and  to  the  clauses  deal- 
ing with  the  necessity  for  cheaper 
labor.  Capt.  Hayward  was,  as  a  prac- 
tical agriculturist,  keenly  alive  to  the 
Importance  of  this,  without  which  farm- 
ing could  not  be  made  successful,  and 
among  other  Important  suggestions, 
urged  the  bringing  of  boys  and  girls 
from  the  Old  Ljtnd  as  soon  as  they  had 
passed  the  school  age.  so  that  they 
iriKht  grow  up  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
Industry,  and  with  an  environment  that 
would  dispose  them  to  stay  with  it.

Hpeaklng  as  an  agriculturist.  Mr. 
I'almer  strongly  advocated  the  forma- 
tion of  an  agrarian  party  among  the 
members  of  the  local  Legislature,  to  co- 
operate in  all  matters  affecting  the  in- 
dustry. He  felt  sure  this  would  be  the 
n-.ost  effective  way  to  secure  attention 
to  their  Interests,  as  had  been  found  to 
be  the  case  with  the  Labor  Party  in  the 
iiritlsh  House  of  Commons.  Of  such  a 
party,  Capt.  Hayward  would  be  an  in- 
valuable member,  and  aa  an  elector  in 
the  constituency  he  pledged  himself  to 
do  his  utmost  to  secure  that  gentle- 
man's  return. 

Mr.  Anketell  Jones  spoke  with  a 
srecial  knowledge  of  the  business  ability 
o:  the  candidate,  and  his  i>erseverlng 
industry  in  the  interests  of  the  constit- 
uency. As  deputy  to  the  late  member, 
he  had  had  the  hardest  Job  of  his  life 
In  keeping  pace  with  the  execution  of 
the  many  important  pubUc  works  which 
had  been  inaugurated,  and  In  looking 
after  the  business  of  the  constituency 
generally.  Wherever  he  went  he  found 
that  tTie  highest  opinion  was  entertained 
of  Capt.  Hayward's  Industry  and  integ- 
rity.

Ratfcsrford  spoke  briefly  la  sup- 
port. He  reminded  his  audience  that  we 
were  living  in  abnormal.

With  half  the  world  at 
war,  we  hardly  felt  It  In  this  Prov- 
ince, and  but  for  the  fact  that  we 
missed  so  many  of  bur  brave  bo^s. 
should  have  no  practical  reminder  of  it. 
Thsae  local  conditions,  so  favorable, 
were  in  a  large  moaaure  duo  to  the 
policies -^ith  whteh  Capt.  Hayward  bad 
been  identified,  and  for  the  prosecution 
of  which  he  was  partly  responsible. 
That  should  be  borne  In  mind.  They 
could  have  no  bettar  guarantee  for  the 
return  than  aatlafactory  osrvlce  in  the 
past,  and  viewed  from  this  standpoint, 
their  candidate  had  at  least  eame<l 
their  confidence  and  ahould  receive  their 
support.

The  last  speaker  was  Mr.  WlUlam 
blakemore,  of  Victoria,  who  has  been 
Invited  to  address  a  series  of  meetings 
in  support  of  Capt.  Hayward.  He  said 
that  In  coming  into  the  constituency 
at  the  Inrltation  of  the  camitalsn  com- 
mittee, he  waa  innuenoed  by  three  con- 
slderaUona.  His  long  friendship  for  the 
candidata.  the  feeling  that  while  Capt. 
Hayward  was  "doing  his  bit"  at  the 
front.  It  waa  the  duty  of  everyone  who 
claimed  his  friendship  to  fight  his  bat- 
tles at  home,  and  the  fact  that  by  com- 
ing out  as  an  Independent,  he  had  taken 
his  political  life  In  bis  hands  and  cast 
himself  on  the  generous  judgment  of 
his  eonstituenta.

"I  quite  agree  with  everything  done, 
as  It  absolutely  carries  on  along  the 
lines  that  I  felt  possible  last  January." 

That  letter  removed  any  doubt  as  to 
the  validity  of  the  committee's  action, 
and  shows  further  that  an  Independent 
candidature  was  the  natural  and  logical 
sequence  of  the  candidate's  attitude  for 
some  considerable  time." 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  such  an 
attitude  Involved  no  abandonment  of 
principles  on  Capt  Hayward'a  part.  His 
political  principles  we^e  undoubtedly 
Conservative,  but  an  Independent  can- 
didature relieved  him  from  party  affl- 
liaUons,  from  the  obligation  to  obey 
tho  calls  of  the  party  whip,  and  from 
any  responsibility  to  support  measures 
or  policies  of  which  he  might  disap- 
prove.  It  left  him  with  a  free  hand, 
open  at  all  times  to  follow  the  course 
which  would  best  serve  the  interests  of 
his  constituents.  From  their  experi- 
ence of  Capt  Hayward  they  knew  what 
this  would  mean  for  the  benefit  of  the 
constituency  at  large. 

Zdheral  Candidate's  Oool   Wopoaal 

There  waa  another  matter  with  which 
in  Justice  to  both  parties  he  must  deal. 
On  January  28,  Mr.  Kenneth  Duncan  j 
wrote  to  the  secretary  of  the  Cowlchan 
Conservative  Association  offering  that 
if  he  were  allowed  to  go  in  by  acclama- 
tion he  would  immediately  on  the  re- 
turn of  Capt.  Uayward  resign  and  light 
it  out  Surely  this  waa  a  cool  pro- 
posal. In  tho  absence  of  a  member  who 
bad  earned  the  gratitude  of  the  consti- 
tuency by  nine  years  of  faithful  ser- 
vice, and  who  was  now  where  every 
man  capable  of  wearing  the  King's 
uniform  should  be,  Mr.  Duncan  pro- 
posed that  a  young,  untried  man  of  op- 
posite political  faith  should  be  Install- 
ed In  his  place.  It  was  a  proposal 
which  lacked  every  element  of  fairness 
and  reason.  The  fact  that  it  involved 
changing  the  political  character  of  the 
representation  without  consulting  the 
constituency  did  not  seem  to  strike  Mr. 
Duncan  as  incongruous. 

The  committee  naturally  declined  the 
proposition,  but  in  a  spirit  of  great 
fairness,  and  In  order  to  avoid,  if  pos- 
sible, the  turmoU  of  a  contested  elec- 
tion at  the  present  time,  offered  that  if 
Capt  Uayward  were  elected  without 
oppoeltlon  be  would  resign  Immediately 
on  his  return  and  throw  the  seat  open.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
7th  Inst,  and  the  reasons  assigned  for 
the  rejection  of  the  proposal  as  stated 
in  my  letter  of  January  28  have  been 
duly  noted. 

With  regard  to  your  proposal  which 
you  suggest  as  being  more  fair  to  all 
parties,  I  submit  in  the  light  of  your 
own  statement,  that  Captain  Hayward 
"having  left  his  Interests  absolutely 
in  the  hands  of  the  executive"  It  is 
distinctly  unfair  and  amounta  to  a  de- 
nial of  the  right  of  the  district  for  rep- 
resentation.

In 
that  you  ask  for  the  election  of  an 
absentee.

The  speaker  went  on  to  discuss  the 
attitude  of  the  Liberal  candidate  m-  / 
wards  the  questions  of  the  day.^WrT* 
Liberal  he  must  if  elected,  auiffon  his 
leader.  Mr.  Brewster,  whKli  involved 
supporting  Mr.  Brewster's  Ill-starred  and 
ill-advised  attempt  to  tie  up  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Province  by  injunction. 
This  means  that  if  he  were  successful 
such  practical  and  beneflcial  acts  as  the 
Shipbuilding  Act,  the  Agricultural 
Credits  Act  (especially  affecting  thla 
constituency)  and  the  Homestead's  Act, 
making  special  provision  for  the  re- 
turned soldiers,  would  be  suspended. 
Possibly  Mr.  Duncan  had  not  thought  of 
this,  but  it  was  all  involved  in  a  Liberal 
candidature.

Mr.  D'Arcy  Tate,  vioa-presldent  of 
the  company,  tias  returned  t^n^ictoria 
*ft«r  •  trip  up  the  line  to  Clinton.  He 
waa  accompanied  by*  Hon.  L«me  A, 
Campbell,  Minister  of  Mines;  Mr. 
Hperry,  engineer  for  the  road,  and  other 
oltlclals.  At  Vancouyer  he  waa  Joined 
by  Mr.  P.  Welsii.  of  the  Arm  of  con- 
tractors -which  built  the  road. 

"I>espite    the    severe     winter     condi- 
tions."   said    Mr.    Tate,    "the    line    is    in 
excellent   condition.      The   part    between 
Llllooet    and    Clinton,    alonir    the    banks 
of    the   I-'raser    River,    where    the    track 
is  at  points  2,(00  feet  above  the  river, 
is  in  particularly   good  shape.     In   that 
section,  the  most  expensive  on  the  line 
owins  to  the  amount  of  rock  worn,  tun- 
nelllnc    and     trestle     construction,    the 
severe      winter      conditions      have    done 
little  or  no  damage.     From  Cheakamus 
to    Clinton    the     constructton     was     all 
rock   work  and   very  expensive,   but  the 
«ood  work  of   the  contractors   has  been 
demonstrated    in    the    present    condition 
following    such    a    severe    winter    test. 
"I  am  sorry   to  say   we  have  not  got 
Ahead^AS   fast  as  anticipated,   for    two 
reasons.      First,    the   supply   of  labor   is 
seriously  restricted,  both  on  account  of 
recruiting  and  also  because  of  harvest- 
ing   operations,    in    which    men    are    se- 
curing  very    high   wages    for    the    short 
season's  work.     The  company  is  paying 
good    wages,    but   cannot    compete   with 
the   money    the    farmers   are    willing    to 
pay.     Then,   too.  as  is  known   to  every- 
one, the  war  has  made  it  well  nigh  Im- 
possible    to     secure     steel     for     track- 
laying,    orders    for    delivery    having    to 
wait   the   pleasure  of   the   mills,   which 
are  working  over-time  on   war  orders." 
laozMiM  la  anstaeu 
Mr.    Tate    stated   that   there   is   quite 
a  settlement  around  Kelly  Lake  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  Clinton.     On  the  day  he 
came  down  the  regular  passenger  train 
carried      forty      passengers      and       the 
freight   business   has   greatly   Increased. 
There   is   a   considerable  area   available 
for    settlement    between    Squamish    and 
Clinton,    especially     around     Pemberton 
Meadows.      The   whole   country    through 
which  the  line  runs  is  highly  mineral- 
ised and  timbered  ap.(l|  ,un<$l.pubtedly  the 
'lin«l  >#Ur  I'ntnt  lit  a  great  Wllmulus  to 
both  Industries.     The  company  now  has 
under  consideration  connection  with  the 
Britannia      Mines      on      Howe      Sound, 
whence  a  large  quantity  of  freight  can 
be  secured. 

This  year  a  large  number  of  settlers, 
mostly  Americans,  have  gone  up  the 
line  into  the  country  opened  up  by  the 
road.  Every  train  carries  its  quoU  and 
there  is  not  a  trip  made  by  the  Union 
Steamship  Company  from  Vancouver  to 
Squamish  that  does  not  carry  new- 
comers en  route  to  spy  out  the  land 
along   the   line  of  railway. 

At  present  the  company  has  gangs 
at  work  north  of  Clinton  on  trestle 
work,  bridge  building  and  track  laying. 
Owing  to  the  great  amount  of  trestle 
work  In  the  first  ten  miles  from  Clin- 
ton, the  work  has  been  necessarily 
slow.  From  the  Prince  George  end 
work  Is  also  under  way  on  clearing  out 
cuts,  grading  and  trestle  building.  Oood 
proRtess  is   being  made  there. 

Mr.  Tate  stated  that  Lieut-Colonel 
Stewart,  of  the  firm  of  Foley,  Welsh 
t.  Stewart,  would  be  In  Vancouver*  at 
the  end  of  the  present  month,  when  he, 
Mr.  Welsh  and  Mr.  Tate  will  confer  on 
matters  pertaining  to  the  future  pro- 
gress of  the  work. 

Hon.  Mr.  Campbell  returned  with 
Mr.  Tate  to  Vancouver,  whence  he  left 
for   the   Interior. 


Russian  Troops  Equipped  With 
Arms,  Clothing  and  Boots 
From  Island  Empire — Work- 
ing of  Heavy  Guns. 


•  PARIS,  Aug.  !«.— The  extent  to  which 
Japan  is  clothing  shoeing,  arming,  and 
munitioning  the  Russian  army  was  for- 
cibly presented  to  a  military  observer 
who  has  just  retarned  from  a  trip  along 
the  Russian  front. 

"I  was  astonished,"  be  said,  "to  find 
Creat  numbers  of  Russian  soldiers 
clothed  from  head  to  foot  in  uniforms 
mad*  in  Japan,  not  only  the  tunic  and 
trousers,  but  even  the  leggings.  They 
carried  on  their  shoulders  Japanese 
nries.  Their  aartridge  balu  were  fit- 
ted with  cartridges  made  in  Japan. 
Their  leather  belts  and  buckles  were 
from  Japan.  And  the  stout  hobnail 
shoes  they  were  wearing  were  from 
hides  gathered  in  Korea  and  made  into 
shoes  in  Japan.  So  that  there  you  see 
a  Russian  soldier  In  Japanese  clothes. 
Japanese  shoes,  with  a  Japanese  rifle, 
Japanese  ammunition,  and  Japanese  ac- 
coutrements." 

"Hew  did  these  supplies  get  from 
Japan  to  the  Russian  front?"  the  ob- 
server was  asked.

"It  was  noted,"  said  he,  "that  alwut 
the  only  vital  point  where  the  Germans 
had  not  l)een  abl«  to  send  their  sub- 
marines was  In  the  waters  of  the  Kast 
China  Sea,  the  Strait  of  Korea,  and  the 
Sea  of  Japan.  These  are  the  waters 
separating  Japan  from  Russia  and  the 
Asiatic  nialnland,  and  the  routes  through 
them,  commercial  and  military,  are 
open  and  without  menace." 

"What  sorts  of  arms  and  munitions 
>s  Russia  getting  from  Japan?"  he  was 
asked. 

"All  sorts."  was  the  reply,  "from  the 
•ervlce  rifle  and  small  field  pieces  up 
to  the  big  12-lnch  guns."

MISSIONARIES  IN  INDIA 

Voraoaa  Who  Aro  Vet  BvltUh  •abjoota

LONDON,  Aug.  l«._Lord  Northcllffe 
Bends  the  following  dispatch,  dated  "On 
the  Cadore  front,   Aug.   15; 

"This  morning  I  am  writing  in  bril- 
liant sunshine  and  several  degrees  of 
frost  on  the  Cadore  front,  it  Is  not 
usually  realized  that  the  Italian  front 
Is  nearly  600  miles  long,  in  the  parch- 
ed stoney  wilderness  of  the  Carso  the 
chief  enemy  of  the  nghtlng  man  is 
thirst.  The  chief  enemy  on  the  Carso 
front  is  frost.  In  discussing  the  pecu- 
liarities of  hill  fighting,  as  contrasted 
with  the  lighting  on  the  road  to  Trieste 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italy,  who  has 
a  fine  sense  of  words,  and  who  has 
spoken    Kngllsh    from    childhood,    said- 

"'Picture  to  yourself  my  men,  9.000 
feet  up  in  the  clouds,  for  seven  months 
In  deep  snow,  so  close  to  the  Auetrlans 
that  at  some  points  the  men  can  seo 
their  enemy's  eyes  through  observation 
holes.  Imagine  the  dimcultles  of  such 
a  life,  with  continual  sniping  and  bomb 
throwing.'

"King  Victor  Kmmanuel's  grim  pic- 
ture of  war  was  In  such  strong  con- 
trast  to  the  tropical  fighting  around 
Oorlxla  that  I  asked  General  Cadorna 
for  permission  to  come  and  see  the 
nghtlng  in  the  clouds.  Illustrated 
newspapers  have  from  time  to  time 
published  photographs  of  great  cannon 
carried  up  In   these   Dolomite  Alps,   but 


slung  from  hill  to  hill  and  from  ridge 
to  ridge,  span  yawning  depths  and 
reach  amost  vertically  into  the  clouds. 
Up  these  cables  go  guns  and  food,  as 
well  as  timber  for  the  huts  In  which 
the  men  live,  and  material  for  en- 
trenchments. Down  these  come  the 
Wounded. 

"Man  is  not  only  lighting  man  at 
these  heights,  but  both  Italians  and 
Austrlans  have  been  fighting  nature  In 
some  of  her  fiercest  aspects.  Qales  and 
snow  storms  are  excelled  in  horror  by 
avalanches.  Quite  lately  the  melting 
snow  revealed  the  frosen  bodies,  look- 
ing horribly  lifelike,  of  a  whole  platoon  I 
swept  away  nearly  a  year  ago. 

"While  there  have  been  heavy  casual- 
ties on  both  sides  from  sniping,  bomb- 
ing, mountain  and  machine  guns  and  j 
heavy  artillery,  there  has  been  little 
sickness  among  the  Italians.  The  men 
know  that  doctors'  visits  are  practical- 
ly Impossible,  therefore  they  follow  the 
advice  of  their  officers.  King  Victor 
Emmanuel,  whose  life  has  been  passed 
almost  entirely  among  the  troops  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  told  me.  how- 
ever, that  despite  the  greatest  care, 
occasional  casualties  from  frostbite  are 
Impossible   to  avoid.

No  fewer  than  five  hundred 
Austrian  communes  are  already  under 
Italian   administration. 

"Yesterday  I  was  In  Cortina,  in  the 
Ampeszo.  The  Austrian  bombardment 
seems  to  have  ceased.  Several  reasons 
are  given.  One  is  that  the  Austrlans 
thought  4t  undesirable  to  go  on^rtHlng 
relatives  of  the  tOO  Cortina  soldiers  in 
their  ranks.

My  own  belief  is  that  the  cessa- 
tion of  the  bombardment,  which  wholly 
or  partially  smashed  many  hotels  and 
buildings,  Is  due  to  the  crumbling  of 
the   Austrian   oflTensive  power."

Up  to  the  present  the  Liberal  Oppo- 
sition .  has  given  no  other  reafon  for 
asking  the  conlldence  of  the  people  than 
a  migMllaneous  tot  of  slanders  upon 
those  to  whom  the  people  have  entrust- 
ed the  administration  of  affairs.  It  has 
been  the  most  despicable  campaign  ever 
waged,  for  it  has  extended  from  be- 
smirching private  character  to  decrying 
tba  provinca  it  is  not  our  intention 
io  take  up  these  slanders  in  deUll  and 
refute  them,  although  refutation  would 
be  an  easy  task.  We  only  wish  to  direct 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Liberals 
undorteok  to  prove  them  and  utterly 
failed.

On  accepting  the  offlce  of  Premier, 
Mr.  Bowser  issued  a  statement  to  the 
public  in  which  he  outlined  his  general 
policy  as  far  as  he  had  been  able  up  to 
that  time  to  develop  It.  Those  who 
wish  to  see  it  in  full  will  And  It  in  The 
Colonist  of  December  19th  Isst.  What 
we  propose  to  do  today  Is  to  mention 
each  Item  and  show  In  what  manner 
the  promise  therein  made  has  been  ful- 
fllled. 

He  declared  against  any  aid  at  the 
present  time  to  new  railways,  but  said 
the  government  would  consider  how  the 
lines  now  under  construction  could  be 
'carried  to  completion  with  due  dis- 
patch." This  has  been  arranged  for  as 
far  as  has  seemed  necessary,  by  aid 
in  the  form  of  a  secured  loan  to  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern. 

He  said  that  he  would  not  commit 
the  Province  to  any  large  develophient 
schemes  pending  the  present  involved 
condition  of  the  money  markets  of  the 
world,  but  that  such  public  works 
wouhl  be  carried  on  "as  the  natural  de- 
velopment of  the  country  may  demand." 
This  promise  has  been  kept,  although 
to  maintain  It  In  respect  to  public 
works  it  was  found  necessary  to  ask  for 
authority  to  Issue  a  new  loan. 

He  promised  to  bring  the  Agricul- 
tural Credit  Acts  Into  operation  and 
has   done   so. 

He  declared  In  favor  of  a  comprehen- 
sive colonisation  policy  and  has  taken 
the  first  step  in  that  direction  In  pro- 
viding fbr  an  Investigation  now  in 
progress  as  to  the  best  method  of 
placing  discharged  soldiers  on  the 
land. 

He  stated  that  a  separate  Department 
for  Agriculture  would  be  established, 
and  this  has  been  done. 

He  said  the  government  would  con- 
sider the  establishment  of  public  mar- 
keu  under  proper  auparvision.  It  was 
Impossible  during  the  limited  time  at 
the  disposal  of  the  government  previous 
to  the  session  to  perfect  this  plan,  but 
It  is  receiving  the  best  consideration 
possible. 

He  undertook  to  provide  measures 
and  to  inaugurate  a  policy  for  the 
benefit  of  tha  mining  Industry.  This 
has  been  done  and  the  whole  Province 
Is  already  feeling  the  stlmuUtlng 
eflTects  thereof. 

He  promised  that  assistance  would 
be  given  to  the  lumber  industry  by 
opening  foreign  markets  to  the  produce 
of  our  forests.  The  Forestry  Branch 
has  been  carryipg  on  Its  publicity  cam- 
paign vigorously  and  with  good  results, 
but  the  great  step  towards  putting  the 
lumber  Industry  upon  a  permansntiy 
prosperous  basis  has  been  the  passage 
of  the  ShIpbuUding  Act,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  which  a  considerable  number 
of  lumber-carrying  ships  are  now  under 
construction. 


Although  Barlin  professes  that  a

«resa  It  is  said  that  Qerman  troops 
*re  being  sent  to  the  defence  of  Trieste. 
As  yet  lUly  and  Oermany  are  not  offl- 
cUUy  at  war.  Trieste  is  connected  with 
the  Interlor-bf  Austria  by  two  lines  of 
railway.  One  of  these,  that  running  by 
way  of  tJorlsla,  the  lUlians  control. 
The  other  comes  by  way  of  Lalbach, 
which  is  east  of  the  Julian  Alps.  South 
of  Lalbach  this  line  send^i  two  or  more 
branches  to  Trieste.  The  more  norther- 
ly  of  these  the  luilans  will  In  all  like- 
llhood  shortly  control,  and  it  ought  not 
to  be  very  difficult  to  cut  the  southerly 
line.

Wil- 
liam, and  Edward  Redford,  and  Pte. 
Jack  Clarke.  Of  the  four  there  remain 
oik   the   firing  line  only   Pte.   J.    Clarke. 

After  training  In  "Victoria,  the>-  left 
for  Kngland  with  the  30th,  and  wore 
tranHferred  together  to  the  7th  Hal- 
tailon,  with  which  unit*  they  saw  all  the 
^otte8t  fighting  In  which  the, Canadian 
tcrces    were   engaged. 

On  May  22,  1915,  Pte.  J.  D.  Redford 
was  officially  reported  wounded  and 
miasing,  and  since  that  date  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Rocheeter,  of  Alberni,  and  other 
relatives  and  friends  of  that  little 
ccmmunlty  have  been  awaiting  definite 
intelligence.  It  came  a  short  time  ago, 
in  the  shape  If  a  cable  which,  In  effect, 
stated  that  I'te.  Redford  had  given  his 
Jlfe  for  hia  country  on  the  date  men- 
tioned. He  waH  22  years  of  age  and  a 
native  of  the  West  Coast  town,  where 
he   spent   all    his   life. 

I'te.  William  Redford  was  wounded  In 
June,  being  sent  to  an  English  military 
hospital,  suffering  from  injuries  caused 
by  dhrapnel.  He  recovered  In  a  com- 
paratively short  space  of  time  and  went 
back  to  the  firing  line.  Some  weeks  ago 
he  again   was   Incapacitated  and  n-^'w  Is 


Pte.  Knowles.  who  waa  only  !•  yaara 
of  aga,  waa  born  in  this  city  and  waa 
atudylng  acricultura  when  the  war 
broke  out  He  snllstad  with  the  iOtb 
Gordon  Highlanders  on  Aufuat  SS. 
1914,  and  waa  transferred  to  tha  tOth 
Battalion,  with  which  he  left  hero  In 
Faln-uary  of  last  year.  Upon  arrival  in 
England  he  was  tranifarred  to  tha  IKth 
Battalion  and  he  went  thronch  aoma 
heavy  fighting  with  that  unit  In  May. 
1916,  he  was  wounded  In  tha  ahoulder 
at  the  battle  of  FestulMrt  and  he  ra- 
turned  to  tha  firing  line  In  December  of 
that  year.

We  re- 
reived  word  that  although  he  was  shot 
through  the  face  he  for  over  an  hour

"X  can  scarcely  realize  that  we  ahnll 
never  see  him  again,  we  were  such 
pals  and  thoroughly  understood  one  an- 
other. He  was  a  boy  to  be  proud  of 
and  would  have  grown  Into  a  splendid 
man. 

"I    cannot    write    more — ." 

Pte.  Eric  Bowen-Smlth  enlisted  at 
Hanley.  Saskatchewan,  and  served  with 
the  6th  Battalion  of  the  2nd  Infantry 
Brigade.     He  was   22   years  of  age.

Output    Below    Bequlrements 

At  the  present  time  there  are  but  four 
plants  making  forglngs  for  the  entiro 
shell  production  of  Caaada.  Their  output 
falls  far  below  the  requirements  of  ths 
factorlea  making  ahells.  While  he  was 
there  the  Munitions  Board,  realizing  the 
seriousness  of  this  drawback,  had  created 
a  new  office  on  the  board,  that  of  super- 
visor over  the  production  of  the  forged 
bllleu  from  which  shells  are  made.  Mr. 
Kllpatrlck,  president  and  general  manager 
of  the  Car  Wheel  Foundry,  of  Toronto, 
was  appointed  to  the  position,  and  Is  for- 
mulating plans  whereby  new  Industries 
may  be  estadllaheb  In  Canada  along  those 
lines. 

In  this  connection.  Mr.  Nelld  points  out 
that  British  Columbia  was  now  reapinz 
some  of  the  disadvantages  of  a  tardy  de- 
velopment of  its  own  resources.  .One  of 
the  greatest  handicaps  experienced  by 
factorlea  here  In  getting  war  orders  was 
the  fact  that  the  raw  materials  must  be 
shipped  here  for  manufacture.  Thus 
nearly  two  months  was  consumed  In  the 
two-way  transit.  The  shells  were  want»l 
at  the  front  and  not  on  the  railways.  Had 
a  steel  foundry  been  started  on  this  coast 
as  late  as  18  months  ago,  there  would 
have  been  no  reason  In  the  world  why 
billets  might  not  be  made  hero  in  quanti- 
ties sufficient  to  keep  the  local  factories 
working  to  their  ft.lie8t  capacity  on  orders 
which  would,  without  any  doubt  whatever, 
have  been  Increaaed  correspondingly  under 
such  conditions.  With  enormous  quanti- 
ties of  latent  Iron  and  coal  in  deposits  on 
Vancouver  Island  British  Columbians  are 
now  viewing  a  tremendous  Industrial  proo- 
perlty  in  the  East,  where  these  resources 
had  been  brot.«ht  to  a  state  of  high  de- 
velopment. In  Toronto  alone,  g4  factories 
are  working  to  their  greatest  possible 
output.  Shells  are  wanted  to  the  greatest 
poaaible  extent,  and  it  Is  only  a  matter  of 
handling    the    work    expeditiously. 

Increased    Production 

Tho  experience  of  his  own  company  had 
shown  conclusively  that  munitions  could 
bo  made  In  this  city  to  m«et  the  fullest 
requirement.  The  primary  drawback  lay 
In  th«  difficulty  in  getting  tho  materui 
to  work  on.  In  April  of  this  year,  when 
Mr.  Nelld  toolc  chargo  of  the  Victoria 
Machinery  Depot,  the  plant  was  producing 
at  the  rate  of  17.000  shells  a  year  on  Its 
contract  of  220.000  from  the  Oovernnieni. 
By  improving  the  system  and  the  work- 
ing conditions  and  adopting  a  bonus  plan 
whereby  the  laborers  shared  in  the  profits 
of  the  plant,  the  ou'tput  had  been  speeded 
up  until  the  production  last  month  had 
reached  1,400  shells  per  day.  He  waa 
thus  turning  out  in  Victoria  more  sheila 
per  man  than  any  factory  In  the  Kast. 
This  had  not  escaped  the  notice  of  th  i 
Munitions  Board  and  had  gone  a  long 
way  toward  getting  further  orders  for  tho 
city.  In  this  connection  due  credit  must 
l>e  given  Hutchinson  Brothers  for  the  way 
they  had  carried  out  their  sub-contract «. 
They  had  done  the  preliminary  work  up 
(o  40,000  on  the  first  contract,  and  they 
would  participate  In  the  present  contract 
up  to  7,000  shells.  Yarrows  Limited,  had 
also  handled  27.000  shells  In  the  nmt 
contract.  The  Inspection  here  had  been 
On  the  same  exacting  standard  as  else- 
where, and  tha  product  waa  recognised  by 
the  Oovernment  as  flrst-class  In  every 
way.  The  Munitions  Board  was  giving 
every  encouragement  to  Western  rodua< 
tion    conducive    to    quick    deilvsry,    and    dis-

come  to  this  decision,  and  ao  the  charge 
against  Mr.  A.  K.  Simmons,  which  was 
laid  under  the  pruvialons  of  tha  Weekly 
Half-Holiday  Act.  was  dlamlaaed.  As 
tile  proaecution  of  others  who  rent  alalia 
at  the  market,  and  who  hava  been  aell- 
Ing  gooda  during  tha  hours  prohibited 
^y  the  recently  enacted  legislation,  are 
based  on  the  same  sections,  there  la  no 
doubt  that  they  will  be  withdrawn. 
^  In  his  written  Judgment,  the  magis- 
trate agreed  with  Mr.  Frank  HIgglns, 
who  acted  for  the  defence,  in  his  con- 
tention that  tha  market  booths  cannot 
be  termed  "shops"  In  the  sense  in  which 
the  act  refera  to  the  latter.  He  aaya: 
"With  regard  to  the  Qret  point,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  booth  used  by 
the  defendant  In  the  public  markirt  on 
H'«dnesdaya  and  Saturdays  as  Ucencee 
front  the  corporation  is  not  a  'ahop' 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Weekly  Half- 
Holiday  Act." 

After    quoting    aome    authorities,    Hla 
Wor.ship  continues: 

"If  the  word  'ttliop'  had  stood  alone 
In  tho  Weekly  Half-Holiday  Act.  the 
matter  would  have  presented  no  dlftl- 
culiy,  but  Section  2  Is  as  follows;  "In 
this  act  the  expression  "shop"  Includes 
any  premises  where  any  wholesale  or 
retail  trade  or  business  is  carried  on." 
The  word  'includes,'  I  think,  implies 
some  extension  of  the  ordinary  every 
day  meaning  of  the  word  shop,  and  1 
have  therefore  endeavored  to  discover 
the  intention  of  the  Legislature  in  using 
the  words  above  mentioned  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  how,  if  at  all,  the 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  word  ahop  has- 
been  extended.  For  thia  purpose  the 
whole  scope  and  intention  of  the  act 
must  be  looked  at.  It  ia  not  dlfllcult  to 
gather  butli  from  the  provisions  of  the 
act  and  its  title  that  it  was  intended  to 
provide  a  haU'-holiUay  once  a  week  for 
shop  employees  who  are  employed  and 
work  every  day  throughout  the  week. 
Considering  It  in  this  light,  1  do  not 
think  that.  In  the  absence  of  any  special 
reference  to  or  special  enactment,  the 
Legislature  Intended  It  to  apply  to  per- 
sons selling  in  a  booth  In  the  market, 
which  is  not  a  'shop,'  who  are  on}^  au- 
thorized to  sell  produce  raised  by  them- 
selves, who  only  sell  on  two  days  In  the 
week  out  of  the  six  and  who  cannot  have 
employees  aa  salesmen — the  Market  By- 
Law  providing  that  the  only  persons  en- 
titled to  sell  shall  be  'the  holder  of  the 
permit  or  a  member  of  his  family  or 
household,  or  his  domestic  household  or 
farm  aervant. 

Intention  of  Act 

"What,  then,  was  the  Intention  of  the 
Legislature,  and  to  what  extent  did  It 
extend  the  ordinary  meaning  of  tlie 
word  'shop.'  1  think  this  Is  found  In 
tho  fact  that  the  act  had  been  made  to 
apply  to  premises  where  a  wholesale 
business  is  carried  on.  By  using  the 
word  'shop'  without  anything  more  a 
wholesale  business  would  not  have  come 
within  the  act.  The  word  'shop'  Implies 
a  place  where  a  retail  trade  Is  carried 
on  (see  Pope  v.  Whailey,  34  L.J..  M.C. 
80),  and  1  think  therefore  that  it  was 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  act  ap- 
plicable to  wholesale  businesses  that  the 
act  says  that  'the  expreaalon  'sliop"  in- 
cludes any  premises  where  any  whole- 
sale or  retail  trade  or  business  is  car- 
ried on.'  I  don't  think  that  further  than 
this  it  intended  the  act  to  apply  to  any 
■Preralses'  which  was  not  a  'shop'  in  the 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  word.  If  the 
Legislature  intended  to  do  so  It  would 
have  done  by  special  enactment  as  It  did 
In  the  'Shops  Regulation  Act  Amend- 
ment Act,  1916,'  which  was  passed  at 
the  same  session  as  the  'Weekly  Half- 
Holiday  Act." 

"With  regard  to  the  second  point 
rai.sed— in  view  of  my  decision  on  tlie 
first  point,  it  is  perhaps  hardly  neces- 
sary to  consider  it  further;  but,  in  my 
opinion,  it  affords  an  additional  ground 
lor  dlsniis«ing  the  case  against  the  de- 
fendant. 1  do  not  think  the  Weekly 
Hair-Hoiiday  Act  affects  the  authority 
acquired  by  tlie  city  from  the  Legisla- 
ture by  the  Municipal  Act  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  public  market,  and  tha 
defendant  being  a  licencee  and  holder  of 
a  permit  from  the  city  entitling  him  to 
sell  in  the  public  market  between  the 
hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  on  the  day  in 
<luestlon   was  entitled    to  do  so. 

"When  the  Legislature  has  already 
given  ita  attention  to  a  particular  sub- 
ject and  providjpd  for  it.  It  la  not  to  be 
presumed  to  intend  to  alter  that  special 
provision  by  a  general  enactment,  unleas 
that  Intention  Is  manifested  in  explicit 
language,  or  there  be  something  which 
shows  that  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture had  been  turned  to  the  special  act 
and  that  tlie  general  act  was  intended  to 
embrace  the  special  cases  with  the  pre- 
vious act  (see  Ashton  under  Lyne  Cor- 
poration v.  Pugh  (18'J8)  1  Q.B.  49^.  (Bee 
also  London  and  Blackwall  Ry.  Co.  v. 
Llmehouse   3<   L.J.,  Ch.   164.) 

"If,  in  the  same  act,  the  Legislature 
(by  .Section  »»,  when  legalizing  tne 
keeping  open  of  shops  on  Friday  until 
9:30  p.m.  (which  Is  contrary  to  the  by- 
law  which  it  empowered  the  city  to  pass 
and  which  provlde'a  that  shops  shall 
dose  at  6  p.m.  on  Friday i  deemed  it 
necessary  to  expressly  provide,  in  effect, 
that  auch  by-law  should  to  that  extent 
be  repealed  and  (by  .Section  S)  when  de- 
claring it  unlawful  for  any  shop  to  re- 
main open  after  I  p.m.  on  Saturday 
<  which  is  contrary  to  the  Market  By- 
I>aw,  which  It  empowered  the  city  to 
pass  and  which  provldea  that  the  puo- 
11c  market  may  remain  open  for  busi- 
ness till  4  p.  m.  on  Saturdays)  did  not 
in  any  way  refer  to  or  repeal  such  by- 
Uw  either  wholly  or  partUlIy,  I  think 
It  may  be  inferred,  either  that  the  Leg. 
Islature  did  not  consider  that  the  publia 
market  came  within  the  provisions  of 
the  act  or  that  It  did  not  Intend  lo  ra* 
peal  or  interfere  With  the  previous  legls- 
lation  and  by-lawa  relating  to  tha  pub.

"I  suppose  the  British  theory  that  I 
am  responsible  for  the  war  baa  got  • 
hold  on  your  own  people. 

"It  Is  curious  huw  this  theory  aeemg 
to  fascinate  my  enemlaa.  yet  tho  paopla 
who  accuse  ma  of  having  caused  th* 
war  are  the  very  people  who  previoua- 
ly  testifled  to  the  earnestnesa  of  my 
desire  for  peace. 

"I  do  not  envy  tha  man  who  ha* 
the  responsibility  for  this  war  upon 
his  conscience.  I  »t  least  am  not  that 
man.  I  think  history  will  clear  m«  of 
that  charge,  although  I  do  not  sunflos* 
history  will  hold  roe  faultlesa. 

"In  a  aansa  averjr  olvllitad  man  ia 
P^urope  must  have  a  ahare  in  the  ra- 
aponslbility  for  this  war,  and  tha 
higher  hla  poaition  tha  larger  bis  ra> 
aponslbility.  I  admit  that,  and  yet  I 
claim  that  I  acted  throughout  in  good 
faith  and  strove  liard  for  paaca.  even 
though  war  was  IneTltabla. 

"Why  do  neutrala  always  tallt  about 
Oerman  militarism  and  never  about 
Russian  despotism,  or  tha  French  crav.

London  University  has  recognized  the 
Importance  of  the  study  of  Household 
and  Social  Science  by  appointing  Miss 
Lane-CUyton,  M.D.,  D.  Sc,  to  the  post 
of  dean  of  that  department  In  King's 
College.  Though  It  is  probable  that 
the  war  has  shown  In  a  new  light  the 
great  Importance  of  the  study  of  the 
principles  which  govern  the  selection 
and  the  preparation  of  the  food  of  thi 
nation  the  formation  of  the  faculty  of 
Household  Science  Is  largely  the  re- 
sult of  careful  planning  and  U>ng  agita- 
tion by  a  small  band  of  students  of 
social  conditions  among  whom  Lady 
Ruckes,  wife  of  Sir  Arthur  Ruckes, 
late  principal  of  London  University, 
and  Miss  Alice  Ravenhlll,  now  of  Shaw- 
nlgan  Lake,  were  prominent  It  Is 
fourteen  years  since  these  pioneers  be- 
gan to  show  those  interested  in  the 
university  and  the  public  that  the  work 
of  the  home  rested  on  scientific  prin- 
ciples which  called  for  deep  thought, 
earnest  study  and  careful  research. 
Very'looon  they  were  joined  by  the 
heads  of  the  faculties  of  physiology, 
biology,  chemistry,  hygiene  and  eco- 
nomics. It  was  seven  years  before  the 
patient  students  and  workers  were  re- 
warded by  the  Invitation  of  a  three 
years  undergraduate  and  a  year's  post 
graduate  course  at  King's  University. 
Miss  Ravenhlll  who  had  prepared  her- 
self for  the  work  by  study  In  the  Unit- 
ed States,  was  appointed  lecturer  on 
hygiene,  a  position  which  she  held  for 
the  three  years  prior  to  coming  out  to 
this  Province  In  1910.  The  work  proved 
so  satisfactory  tliat  an  endowment  of 
half  a  mlMiun  dollars  was  secured  and 
spacious  buildings  erected  for  this  r'^- 
partment  of  women's  university  work. 
Last  year  these  buildings  were  opened 
by  t))e  Duchess  of  Argyll,  who  takes 
an  Interest  In  all  movements  fur  the 
benefit  of  women.  The  debt  the  college 
owed  to  Miss  Ravenhlll  was,  on  that 
occasion,  acknowledged  by  the  principal 
of   London   University. 

The  lady  who  has  been  placed  in 
the  position  of  Dean  of  Household  Sci- 
ence Is  very  highly  spoken  of,  not  only 
by  the  London  papers  but  by  those  of 
the  Provinces.  The  Times  says:  "To 
meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  de- 
partment, the  executive  committee  of 
the  Household  and  Social  Science  De- 
partment of  King's  College  for  Women 
(University  of  London),  have  appointed 
Miss  Lane-Claypon,  M.D.,  D.Sc,  to  be 
the  chief  administrative  officer  of  the 
department  under  the  committee,  with 
the    title    of    dean.     This    offer    will    he

combined  with  that  of  Lecturer  on  Hy- 
giene. Dr.  Lane-Claypon  will  take  up 
her  duties  next  session.  Dr.  Lane- 
Claypon  has  been  engaged  on  child-wel- 
fare work  for  the  past  few  yeara  In 
the  service  of  the  Local  Qovernment 
Board.  She  Is  one  or  two  women  aa- 
slstant  medical  Inspectors  In  the  Medi- 
cal Department  of  the  Board,  who  were 
appointed  specially  with  a  view  to  giv- 
ing attention  to  that  aubject." 

The  Evening  News  tells  lU  readers 
that:  "The  aim  of  the  Household  Sci- 
ence course  Is  to  train  women  for  such 
work,  and  by  taking  household  drud^ 
ery  Into  the  university,  looking  at  It 
from  the  university  point  of  view,  and 
bringing  science  to  bear  upon  It,  the 
drudgery   Is  done  away   with  altogether. 

"Women  who  have  passed  through 
the  household  science  course  at  King's 
College  are  now  holding  good  positions 
In   chemical   analytical    work." 

That  work  which  has  been  by  com- 
mon consent  placed  In  the  hands  of 
women  from  the  earliest  ages  should 
gain  for  Its  direction  a  place  among 
the  departments  of  applied  science  la 
one  of  the  most  Important  advances 
that  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  wo- 
men In  this  generation,  and  all  who 
have  taken  part  In  It  are  entitled  to 
honor.

All  over  Great  Britain  this  week  men  and  women  are  be- 
ing asked  to  sign  a  petition  to  Parliament  in  favor  of  ttie  total 
prohibition  of  the  sale  of  intoxicants  for  the  duration  of  the 
war — and  six  months  thereafter.  In  view  of  this  movement 
the  entirely  unprejudiced  article  of  our  American  Corre- 
spondent will  be  read  with  great  interest.

Wobbling  For  and  Againtt 

Prohibition  that  provides  for  the  "booze 
fighter,"  the  one  person  who  should  be  protected 
against  himself,  is  not  entitled  to  much  respect, 
and  it  is  just  plain  human  nature  that  prompts  the 


wide  violation  of  the  law  that  embodies  such  a 
travesty  of  legislation. 

Notwifhrtandhig  tevcral  States  haviaf  goam 
dry  at  Um  batni^ac  of  this  yaar,  hriugmg  tha 
total  op  to  MTMilaMi  of  die  forty-aigfal  in  tha 
Union,  prohibition  itandc  ditcradited  eran  by  a 
larga  numbar  of  ardant  tamparanca  adrocataa; 
not  at  a  prindpla,  bat  as  it  has  baan  Aemu  in 
pradica. 

The  strength  of  the.  opposition  to  liquor  is 
greater  today  in  America  than  ever  before,  and 
that  is  saying  much;  but  there  are  close  observers, 
not  interested  in  "the  trade,"  who  believe  that  the 
crest  of  the  Prohibition  wave  has  passed. 

If  this  were  so,  it  would  only  be  in  keeping 
with  experience.  The  final  triumph  of  Prohibi- 
tion is  never  so  doubtful  as  when  it  seems  to  be 
assured. 

'■.  ■  ■       .    . 

For  nearly  seventy  years  States   have   been 

going  dry  and  then  returning  to  the  broad  and 
easy  path.  As  long  ago  as  1854  Delaware, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Nebraska,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  even  New  York  threw  aside  the  vine 
leaves,  but  only  temporarily,  every  one  of  those 
commonwealths  eventually  reverting  to  old-time 
habits.  Of  the  thirteen  States  that  adopted 
Prohibition  between  1850  and  1855,  only  three 
retained  it  twenty  years  later. 

Rhode  Island 'tried  Prohibition  three  times, 
but  has  Local  Option  today.  Alabama  adopted 
it  in  1908,  repealed  it  in  l9ll,  and  re-adopted 
it  in  1915  on  the  easy-going  conditions  already 
mentioned.  Massachusetts  for  long  wavered,  but 
has  now  been  wet  for  years. 

The  most  famous  of  all  the  dry  States — Maine 
— has  come  perilously  near  to  shocking  every 
Prohibitionist,  for  on  the  last  occasion  her  citizens 
voted  on  the  liquor  question  the  majority  for  the  ' 
continuance  of  abstinence  was  only  758  in  a  total 
poll  of  1 20,000.  And  now  Vermont  has  caused  - 
some  furious  thinking  by  confirming  her  choice  of 
Local  Option  over  Prohibition  by  a  vote  not  far 
short  of  two  to  one. 

Nation-Wide  MonJ  SuMion 

Experience  is  teaching  the  public  in  many 
places  that  the  arbitrary  suppression  of  habits 
that  have  existed  throughout  the  historic  ages 
invariably  leads  to  a  contempt  for  established  law 
and  to  the  creation  of  evils  not  much,  if  anv, 
better  than  those  under  treatment. 

The  tendency  to  permit  a  man  to  import  for 
his  own  use  so  many  gallons  of  liquor  per  month 
»s  a  certain  mdlcation  of  weakening,  and  though 
ardent  Prohibitionists  declare  they  will  stamp 
out  the  drink  business  of  the  whole  country  within 
the  next  ten  or  fifteen  years,  cooler-headed  re- 
formers arc  losing  patience  with  law  and  are  rely- 
ing more  upon  education,  moral  suasion,  and  a 
certain  amount  of  economic  pressure. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  all  this  effort,  all  this 
preaching,  teaching,  forbidding,  and  prohibiting, 
all  the  obloquy  that  is  heaped  on  "Demon  Rum," 
the  Drink  Bill  of  the  United  States  shows  no  sign 
of  growing  smaller.  John  Barleycorn,  by  shifting 
his  ground,  retains  his  power.

TIDES  AT  VICTORIA 

AVOCgT,  ItM 
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The  employees  of  the  Victoria'  Ma- 
chlnery  Depot  other  than  those  engaged 
on  munitions,  want  out  on  strike  yes- 
terday, following  the  strike  of  the 
boilermakers  at  Yarrows  Ltd.  A  nine 
hour  day  has  been  In  operation,  and  the 
men  are  asking  for  the  eight-hour  day 
with  the  same  rate  of  pay  they  have 
been  receiving  heretofore.  The  number 
of  those  affected  In  connection  with  thl« 
Arm  is  inslgnincant. 

No  progress  has  been  made  towards  a 
settlement  of  the  strike  which  started 
with  the  boilermakers  engaged  at  Yar- 
rows' shipbuilding  plant  at  Esqulmalt. 
What  began  as  a  demand  by  the  men 
for  an  eight-hour  day  has  since  devel- 
oped Into  an  affair  of  connIderVoIe  mag- 
nitude. As  matters  stand  now,  the  three 
largest  plants  In  Victoria  and  ICsqulmalt 
are  affected,  viz.:  the  .Vavy  Yard.  Yar- 
rows Limited,  and  the  Victoria  Machin- 
ery  Depot. 

Yesterday  the  men  were  bnslly  en- 
gaged appointing  delegates  from  the 
several  crafts  to  a  central  commltfse, 
and  this  committee  has  appointed-  Its 
officers.  Another  meeting  ^a»  held  at 
Ksquimalt  outside  the  .Vavy  Yard.  Botn 
of  these  meetings  excluled  the  pies«.. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday 
at  the  Labor  Hall.  Several  !«p*akcrs 
took  the  platform,  and  the  general  trend 
of  their  remarks  was  to  the  effect  tha'. 
they  would  endeavor  to  force  their  de- 
mand for  an  eight-hour  day.  it  was 
agreed  that  personalities,  abuse  and  dis- 
orders  were  not  to  be  a  part  of  their 
campaign. 

Agent  McKIIIop,  an  American  repre- 
senting the  International  Union,  with 
headquarters  at  Reattle.  suggested  that 
the  men  should  form  themselves  Into  a 
"Waterfront  Federation."  In  which 
might  be  Included  laborers  and  every- 
one connected  with   the  waterfront. 

There  was  evidently  a  strong  feeling 
in  the  meeting  that  the  British  workers 
In  this  dispute  could  handle  their  otvn 
affairs,  and  Mr.  McKlilop,  In  upheldin? 
his  right  to  come  here  from  <4eattl8  to 
advise  the  men,  got  som»what  heated 
in  his  remarks.  Mr.  McKlilop  had 
asked  the  question  as  to  whether  Y.tr- 
rows'  men  were  willing  to  Join  the  'n- 
ternatlonal  Association  of  Machinists. 
One  man,  who  had  previously  addressed 
the  meeting,  got  up  and  made  the  state- 


LONDON.  Aug.  l«.— Reviewing  the 
work  of  the  Munitions  Department  of 
the  (Jovernment  in  the  House  ef  Com- 
mons, Rt.

Mr.  Montagu  pointed  out  that  half  of 
the  engineering  reaources  of  the  coun- 
try were  required  for  the  navy,  but  de- 
clared that  very  shortly  Oreat  Britain 
will  have  provided  for  her  own  require- 
ments and  be  able  to  devote  hereelf 
exclusively- to  the  wants  of  her  AUlea 
In  regard  to  machine  guns.  Already 
she  was  sending  large  numbers  of  guns 
and  quantities  of  munitions  to  her  Al- 
lies and  in  addition  was  sending  to 
France  one-third  of  her  production  of 
shell  steel  and  transferring  to  her  Al- 
lies metals  necessary  for  munitions  to 
the  amount  of  <,000,000  pounds  monthly. 

The  production  of  heavy  ahells,  said 
the  Minister,  was  now  44  per  cent 
greater  than  In  1»1«.  There  was  now 
produced  in  four  days  as  much  howitzer 
ammunition  as  was  produced  during  the 
whole  of  last  year,  while  there  were 
being  turned  out  every  month  as  many 
heavy  guns  as  were  In  existence  when 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  was  formed, 
and  thla  jiuntber  aoea  wouM — be 
doubled. 

MaelHae  Wnmm 

The  output  of  machine  guns  had  in- 
creased fourteen-fold.  continued  the 
Minister,  and  there  could  be  turned  out 
In  four  weeka  as  many  of  these  wea- 
pons as  existed  at  the  formation  of  the 
Ministry. 

The  output  of  high  explosives  was  10 
times  as  great  as  a  year  ago.  but  the 
amount  required  was  11.000  to  t2,00« 
times  as  great  as  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war.  The  output  of  heavy  am- 
munition, however,  now  covered  the 
expenditure. 

Referring  to  press  reports  that  the 
present  offensive  had  made  irreparable 
Inroads  upon  the  Allies'  stock  of  am- 
munition. Mr.  Montagu  aaid  it  was 
true  that  in  the  week  preceding  the 
beginning  of  the  offensive  on  July  1, 
the  amount  of  ammunition  consumed 
exceeded  the  entire  British  production 
during  the  first  eleven  ntonths  of  the 
year.  It  is  needless  to  fear,  however, 
that^thn  ,o(rfj^||ye.  w'.ould  be  brought  to 
a  prematur44  (soificiuslon  by  a  shortage 
Of  ammunllii)n  as  long  as  the  workers 
and  employers  continued  to  play  their 
P*rt  nobly,  as  they  now  wei^  4oing,.

Three  of  the  evangelical  churches  of 
Canada  have  entered  the  Prohibition 
campaign  In  this  Province  and  have 
each  donated  the  services  of  one  of  its 
most  effective  speakers.

Haselwood,  of  Toronto,  to  British  Col- 
umbia, the  Baptist  Church  has  sent  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hatt,  of  Toronto  and  the  Prea- 
byterian  Church  Is  donating  the  aer- 
vicea  of  the  Rev.  Capt.  Henderaon,  of 
Vancouver.  Dr.  Hazelwood  is  now 
campaigning  in  the  Interior  of  the 
Province,  and  the  other  two  men  will 
hit  their  stride  this  week.  Capt.  Hen- 
derson has  been  specialising  on  the 
military   camps. 

Besides  the  Eastern  clergymen.  Mr. 
Ben  Spence.  of  Toronto,  head  ef  the 
Dominion  Alliance,  the  largest  temper- 
ance organization  In  Canada.  Is  being 
brought  here  to  stump  the  Province  for 
prohibition.  Victoria  prohibitionists 
are  now  making  arrangements  to  bold  a 
mass  meeting  in  thie  city  within  the 
next  ten  days  to  be  addressed  by  a 
couple  of  these  men.  For  the  local 
meeting  it  la  likely  that  Dr.  Matthews, 
pastor  of  the  largeat  Presbyterian 
Church  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  will  be 
brought  here  from   Seattle 

Other  prohibition  actlvitiea  at  present 
include  the  distribution  of  antl-llquor 
literature  to  every  house  In  the  district 
and  the  arranging  for  prohibition 
speakers  at  all  the  meetinga  of  both 
Liberal   and   Conservative   partlea.
